Two Caught in Evanston. 

Half an hour after Dufing had been ar- 
rested Policeman Smith of the Byanston 
force arrested Maxwell and Stone as they 
were leaving the office of Dr. W. E. Harding, 
1624 Chicago avenue, where they had gone 
to have their wound dressed. Maxwell was 
found to have been shot in the left shoulder 
and the right foot.

The warning to stay away was uttered to 
the mayor in the city hall by adherents of 
James Bowler, independent I. M. O. candi- 
Gate. Annexed to the warning was this ad- 
vice: 

“If his honor does come, he'd better bring 
Big John, the chief, and a couple wagons 
of bull cops.” 

The mayor did not weaken in his determina- 
tion to go and speak for O’Donnell. When the 
delegation found its call useless it retired 
to the hallway and made more threats. The 
Patriots spent an hour lingering about, and 
from what was said the Tuesaday night meet- 
ing will be a proper assignment for a night 
police reporter rather than for one “ doing 
politics.”’ . 

Strenuous in the Nineteenth. 

The status in the Nineteenth is uncom- 
monly strenuous, owing to the multiplicity 
of 1.

Albany, N.Y; March: ie.~tspecial: }~More 
fur is to fly in the insurarice fight, Friends of 
Andrew Hamilton say he is not by any 
means through with William B. Hornblower, 
one of the trustees of the New York Life 
company. 

Mr. Hamilton blames Hornblower for most 
of the odium which at présent attaches to 
him, and he is preparing another attack on 
his enemy, which is expected to b@ éven more 
vitriolic than the cne he madeif’the assembly 
chamber yesterday. 

Mr. Hamilton’s friends told today why he 
is so bitter against Mr. Hornblower. They 
say that one of the “‘ chapters,’’ probably the 
next, which Hamilton has promised to pro- 
duce will treat largely of Mr. Hornblower’s 
relations to the New York Life. Hamilton 
feels that Mr. Hornblower has been the mov- 
ing spirit behind the Fowler investigating 
committee. 

There has, Hamilton's friends said, been 
considerable feeling between Hamilton and 
Mr. Hornblower ever since the former en- 
tered the employ of the New York Life. 
Hamilton referred in hie speech before the 
Armstrong committee to Mr. Hornblower 
as one of the men who had approved’ the 
pension voted to former President Beers of 
the New York Life. The exact amount of 
this pension was $37,500 a year. 

The legality of the pension was passed upon 


by Joseph H. Choate, Ebenezer Cowan, and { 


Frederic R. Coudert, in addition to Mr. Horn- 
blower. 


First Clash with Hornblower. ~ 


When John A: McCall became president of 
the company he was compelled to take some 
action in regard to it because of the number 
of protests which he was receiving from 
policy holders. He asked Hamilton's opinion 
and the “judge” said he thought it Was 
illegal. The matter was placed in Judge 
Hamilton's hands with the result that his 
cpinion was sustained and the pension dis- 
continued. ; 

Hamilton's freinds say that that was the 
first time the judge came in contact with Mr, 
Hornblower in New York Life affairs. 

A short time later Dr. S. H. Carney, one of. 
the assistant medical directors of the com- 
pany, lost his job and brought suit against 
the New York Life, alleging that he had’ 
made a life dontract with President Beers. 
Hamilton’s friends said that this case was 
placed in the hands of Mr. Hornblower to 
defend, but that Hamilton interrupted with 
suggestions before a decision favorable to the 
company was handed down. 


Other Cases of Friction. 


In other cases also, Hamilton's friends © 
say he ran up against Mr. Hornblower. Mr. i 
Hornblower, it was said, passed informally 
on. the constitutionality of the premium 
tax law which later Hamiliton proved to 
be unconstitutional, with the result that 
$200,000 or $800,000 was paid back to the New 
York Life by the state. 

Hamilton, in his forthcoming chapter, will, 
it is understood, touch on these matters. He 
will declare that Mr. Hornblower was largely 
responsible for the appointment of ‘the 
Fowler investigating committee: that he in- 
troduced the resolution in the board of trus- 
tees, and that the resolution itself contained 
the names of the men who were to serve 
the committee. It is understood also that 
the ‘‘ judge’”’ will declare that Mr. Horn- 
blower advised the committee in the selec- 
tion of its counsei and that he was-one of the 
moving spirits behind the report which con- 
demned McCall and Hamitton, but gaid noth-

SEARCHLIGHT ON THE ROOF. 


“New York, March 16.—[Special. |—There no 
longer can be any question as to the where- 
abouts of John D. Rockefeller. He is safely 
ensconced in his fine country home near 
Takewood, N. J:, and as safe from the 
process servers as if he were in the middle of 


Africa. The subpeena issued for him by the 
Supreme court of Missouri is not valid In the 
state of New Jersey, so the Standard Ofi 
millionaire is free to go and come as he 
— so long as he does not pass the state 
ine 

Mr. Rockefeller has seen to it that he has 
a double security against invasion by the 
subpena servers who have been dogging 
him for weeks. It is understood he is tn 
deadly fear that some of them may attempt 


to-kidnap him and take him out of New 


Jersey. 

To guard against such an emergency he 
has installed a powerful searchlight at his 
country home. This bright light covers 
every road to his home and no one could 
approach it under cover of darkness. 

Besides this, the house is guarded nightly 
by armed pickets. The country folk in the 
neighborhood have heard the pickets are 
under orders to shoot any one who is found 
lurking about the place after nightfall unless 
he can render a good account of himself. 


Has Been Seen Twice. 


Mr. Rockefeller hap been seen twice about 
his house or grounds this week. A meter 
inapector, who has seen him many times at 
Lakewood, met him Thursday face to face 
in his house. He has been staying at Lake- 
wood since Feb. 3, it is said, and he has been 
having a world of fun out of the conflicting 
reports concerning his whereabouts. 

When he went to his New Jersey place 
from New York he took good care not to 
leave the train at Lakewood, but got off at 
Point Pleasant, a station not far from his 
home. Mrs. Rockefeller preceded him by 
two days, arriving on Feb. 1 with her sister, 
Miss Lucy Spellman. Five servants from 
the Rockefeller place at Pocantico went on 
the same train. Mra. Rockefeller superin- 
tended loading the party into an omnibus 
pound for their Lakewood home. An auto- 
mobile had arrived the day before and Mra, 
Rockefeller drove home in that. 

William Forrester, Mr. Rockefeller’ssuper- 
intendent, left an order with a local news- 
dealer to deliver to the Rockefellers their 
favorite New York newspaper regularly 
every Gay. 

On the same day appeared in the village 
John, his tall Swiss valet and personal at- 
tendant, ‘without whom the oil magnate 
never travels. John’s principal duty is to 
keep cranks and business men alike from his 
master, with an especial argus eye for news- 
paper reporters. Wherever John D. is there 
John comes also. The Swise is a feature of 
} Lakewood life. 


Suspicious of Every One. 

Whenever Mr. Rockefeller is in Jersey the 

‘telephone company has to keep the wires run- 
ming to his house in perfect order. They 
must be taut and the connections without a 
flaw. On Feb. 5 the company’s superin- 
tendent of repair was sent for, and though 
he had been at the Rockefeller place many 
times before he was received with as much 
mystery and scrutiny as if he were suspected 
of carrying dynamite in his satchel of tools. 

The telephone man was directed around 
the house to the rear door. Four inches of 
space showed here, and the woolly head of 
the negro butler peered out.

Sore of Mitchell's friends, how- 
ever, did not wish to stop: with having the 
president exonerated from. blame. They 
wanted to place Dolan on the grill. -Dolan 
was not in thé hall to defend himegelf, how- 
ever, and President Mitehell: again inter- 
ceded to save him.

In‘ a sworn statement Anderson 
says he was shot by a midnight prowler in 
defending his home. 

Another theory is that a possibility of crim- 


‘Inal prosecution, based on the failure of the 


bank, and. recent illness caused him to at- 
tempt suicide. 

He was found by his wife and daughter near 
the bathroom at his house a few minutes after 
he had léft his bed. There was a pistol wound 
in his abdomen. The popular belief is that 
an accident or weakness prevented him from 
shooting himself in the head. 


Tells of Midnight Duel. 

Againat this theory is the banker’s sworn 
statement. He says he was awakened by a 
man who entered his bedrodm and crept out 
when, he awoke. Then he arose and left the 
room, not telling bis wife of his reason, and, 
armed with a heavy. cane..set out to‘hunt the 
intruder. He saw a shadowy form outlined 
in the bathroom door, and, raising his cane, 
struck at it. A report followed the attack 
and. he fell from the effect of a bullet, the 
supposed burgiear standing s0 close his vic- 
tim’s night clothing was scorched. 

The shot brought Mrs. Anderson and daugh- 
ter to the scene. In the confusion the shad- 
owy form vanished through the open bath- 
reom window, leaving behind an, old fash- 
ioned revolver, with one of its shells empty. 
Anderson’s trousers, which . contained no 
money, were found in the bathroom with the 
pockets turned inside out. 

The sheriff found that nothing was missing 
from. the “house, and that Anderson's vest, 
which dentained money and a gold watch, 
had not. been touched:

Six in Family of Eight Perish. 


One of the pathetic tragedies of the disaster 
was the wiping out of all but two of the fam- 
ily of Taylor Hewitt of Lebo, Kas. Father, 
mother, daughter, grandchild, and the wives 
of the sons are missing. The two sons, E. A. 
Hewitt and W. L. Hewitt, are among the in- 
jured in the hospital here, each of them hay- 
ing leg fractures in addition to other injuries.

Children Taught to Prize Riches 
Above. Everything Else, He Tells 
Congregation —s Deplores Modern 
Tendency ne Dismally Wrong— 
Honor Chiefly Due’ to Meu Whose 
Morality and Goodness Lead the 
Way Upward. 


This “ age of commercialism and gold grab- 
bing "’ .was put under the limelight by Dr. 
Emil G. Hirsch, in an address at the Jewish 
temple, Forty-fourth street and St. Lawrence 
avenue, last night. 

“The children of today are taught ‘ Hon- 
esty is the best policy. Get money honestly, 
if you can, but get money.’ Success today is 
gauged by the number of dollars a man has; 
learning is rated by the amount of millionsa 
man has hoarded. There is a tendency even 
to put a market value on morality and con- 
science; religion to most business men is con- 
sidered an uncomfortable appendage. 

“* Why get learning?’ we are asked. Men 
prefer riches to wisdom. The learning most 
admired is one that empowers a man to form 
a corporation, water the stock, and soak the 
people. The average man of today needs a 
knowledge of bookkeepirig, and that’s about 
all. He used to have to know arithmetic and 
how to spell, Dut today he has adding and 

multiplying machines, and can buy a spelling 
chine—they call them stenographers—for 
$8 a week. 

* One can’t help wondering if this is to be- 
come altogether @ world of utilities, with only 
utility values. 

“ But how dismaily wrong this whole ten- 
dency ts. . Learnitg, not riches, is the crown 
of glory. ,Just stop to consider that the men 
who mede the greatest successes in the world 
are men who were not moved to their works 
by pectiniary motives. Which would be the 
greatest loss to the world, the destruction of 
one of Raphael's paintings over in the vati- 
can or the biggest locomotive manufacturing 
plant in the world? .

BERING TUNNEL PLAN ON TAPIS. 


Hearing Before National Defense Com- 
mittee at St. Petersburg Develops 
Keen Opposition to Scheme. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March. 16-—Baron 
Loicq de Lobel today placed before the na- 
tional defense committee the project of the 
American-Transalaskan-Siberian company 
for tunneling under Bering strait and build- 
ing a railroad from East cape to Kansk to 
connect with the Siberian railroad. Baron 
de Lobel offered to make any changes neces- 
sary to meet strategic considerations. 

M. Toulchinskt, chief efigineer of the Irk- 
utsk railway, was the principal technical ep- 
ponent of the scheme, contending that con- 
struction of the tunnel was impracticab'e 
and impossible on account of the action of 
the tides. M. Toulchifisk! aseerted that the 
ehifting tundre of Siberia would necessitate 
the building of extensive Gykes and long 
bridges for protection from spring freshets, 
etc. 

Besides, M. Toulchinski claims that the 
climate of the region covered by the plan 
makes it unfit for Russtam colonization and 
that the only result could be the eventual 
placing in the hands of enterprising Amer- 
icane the whole uppopulated territory freimn 
the Pacific to Kamchatka.

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NEW BILLBOARD LAW DRAFTED; 
LIMITS SIGNS TO TWELVE FEET. 


Ordinance, Acceptable to Companjes, | 
Will Be Taken Up by Judiciary Coni> 
_ mittee fon its Next Meeting. 


The new billboard ordinance, upon which a. 
council corhmittee has been working for sev~ 
eral rhonths, has been drafted, and it will be 
reported to the judiciary committed at its 
next ‘mee 
all the features of the old law, which were 
held to be unconstitutional bythe courts;and 
is acceptable to the leading billboard com- 
panies.: Assistant Corporation Counsel Mi- 
chael Sullivan drafted the ordinance. 

The principal — of the new ordinance 
are: ' 

Billboards net to exceed twelve feet in height and 
to be constructed of galvanized iron, within the fire 
limite. 

Wooden billboards outside fire Limits may not be | 
built to exceed twelve square feet in area and must 
be twenty-five feet from an¥fence or building. 

Signboards on reofs of buildings must got be more 
than eight feet high nor exceed 100 square feet in 
area. 

All existing billboards which do not conform to 
the law must be removed or altered within sixty 
daye after the passage of the measure. 

A few of §2 to be chatged by the city for each new 
billboard permit. 

A fine from $25 to $200 is provided for any 
violation of the ordinance.

There seems to be something fascinating to 
most democratic managers, and particularly 
4o the southern men, in what they call the 
“two Bill” ticket.

either of them, but always In such a friendly 
way as to lead many people to believe if 
there is no understanding now between the 
two men there easily may be one before the 
necessity for union becomes absolutely ap- 
parent.

Now that McKinley is gone, as well as Tom 
Reed, there probably is no man in the coun- 
try who is as good a campaigner, who can 
cover as much ground and draw so many 
people by his individual efforts as William 
Jennings Bryan. 

Hearst, of course, would be antipodes to all 
this. He is not an orator and probably never 
will become one. He has not made a record 
in congress, and his personal friends say he 
“ doesn’t believe in wind-jamming."’ He is, 
however, an extraordinarily good organizer. 
He knows a good man when he sees him and 
is not afraid to pay for services which are 
above the’average—two qualities whose lack 
has ruined more than one promising public 


man, 
Sizing Up the Situation. 

As to the abstract political value of a 
ticket headed by William Jennings Bryan 
and seconded by William Randolph Hearst, 
there can scarcely be any doubt. Most po- 
litical fights for a long time in this country 
must be more or leas concentrated in the Mis- 
sissippi valley. New York remains, however, 
the largest state and the one after all which 
is most likely at any time to become doubtful. 
The insurance revelations have had more 
effect there than in the interior of the coun- 
try. The republican organization is badly 
broken up. -Platt and Odell are at odds, 
Odell and Roosevelt are at odds, and the 
state generally is at odds with both Platt 
and Depew. 

There are distinct evidences of a breaking 
up in the republican state machine, and the 
regular democratic machine is not much 
better. August Belmont, - blue eyed Billy 
Sheehan, Pat McCarren, and even Dave Hill 
did not develop any enthusiasm whatever 
for Parker in his own state. McClellan only 
scratched through to the mayoralty, and he, 
of course, is out of the question as a New 
York candidate. 

Hearst, deprived of the mayoralty; is prob- 
ably stronger politically than if he had 
been elected by a narrow majority, and 
his name on the national ticket even for sec- 
ond place, would unquestionably, according 
to current democratic view, render New 
York with its bunch of thirty-nine electoral 
votes “‘ worth working for,’’ to say the least.

NEWS OF THE THEATERS. | 
Thomas Orchestra. 

The joyousness of springtime was over 
all the music Mr. Stock and the Thomas 
orchestra offered yesterday afternoon at 
the public rehearsal in Orchestra hall. Even 
the conductor's own Symphony Variations, 
which were the most seriously mooded num- 
ber on the program, contained in the majority 
of its sections the buoyancy and uplift that 
suit the gladdest season.in nature and in 


life. George Schumann's “ Love's Spring-: 


time’ overture was placed at the head of 
the list, and sounded the note which rang 
joyously throughout the remainder of ‘the 
afternoon. 

Following the overture came the fourth 
Symphony of Glazounow, a work glowing 
with color, abounding in melody, and voicing 
the exhilaration of happinese. After the 
intermission was presented the Stock Varia- 
tions, then followed the “‘ Forest Murmurs,” 
from “ Siegfried "—that forest idyl without 
@ peer in the realm of ofchestral music—and 
the master prelude, that of “‘ Die Meister- 


singer,’’ placed the climax of musical con-. 


tent and gladness on the hr after- 


noon. 


The orchestra felt th the inspiration of the 
works performed, and gave of ite beat; the au- 
dience was in responsive mood, and received 
all with enthusiasm. and even the organ, 
susceptible. as it ever has been to the con- 
ditions about it, joined in the general re- 
joicing and spake aloud. It spak¢ so unex- 
pectedly ‘and undesirably loud, in‘ fact, that 
its utterance had to be unceremoniously 
choked off, just as a similar outburst of noisy 
enthusiasm . engendered by: the Voibach’s 
“ Baster”’ at an earlier concert this season 
had to be silenced. 

Mr. Middelschulte was absent yesterday 
from the city, fulfilling an engagement in the 
east, and for the organ part in the Stock 
Variations the services of Clarence Dickin- 
gon therefore were enlisted. The Variations 
started bravely, but in the mfdst of the first 
announcement of the theme the organ sud- 


deniy took unto itself a voice, and indulged in. 
a reiteration of a single tone which neither } 


Mr. Stock conceived when he composed the 
work nor had written into the score. 

Mr. Dickinson shut off the great organ 
which seemed to contain the offending pipe, 
but still the tone continued, and the entire 
organ had to be closed off and remain so until 
the end of the concert. 

Mr: Dickinson was as helplese and as blarme- 
less as was Mr. Middelschulte when a sim- 
ilar trouble occurred early in the season. It 
was merely another case of an.electric organ 
with a movable console. Tonight, doubt- 
less, the instrument will behave as it should, 
and with this thought the patrons of yes- 
terday afternoon's concert may solace them- 
selves.

The Schumann Overture proved even more 
attractive on a second hearing than it did 
when the orchestra gave it last January for 
the first thme. The turbulence and rest- 
lessness of spirit which were noted then. 
and which dieturbed somewhat, seemed yes- 
terday to be less pronounced. They im- 
pressed as merely the impassiored expression 
of joyousness and impulsive animation, and 
the’ thematic beauty, the brilliant coloring, 
and the exuberant epirit of the work made 
listening..a keen pleasure.

The receipts at Du- 
luth and Minneapolis for seven months are 
105,000,000; Im that time the country mills 
have used 35,000,000, and the amount fr coun- 
try elevators, with that in transit and anpt 
for seed, is 82,000,000 bu. This makes a tota 
of 172,000,000 bu, leaving 18,000,000. bu in 
farmers’ hands. The country elevator stocks, 
the amount in transit, and the seed aggregate 
45,000,000 bu, which, with the amount in 
farmers’ hands, totals 63,000,000 bu. Farm- 
ers’ will carry over about 8,000,000 bu, and 
the country mills will grind up 27,000,000 bu 
in. the next five months, leaving only 28,000,- 
000 bu for Minneapolis mills for five monthe. 
At a low weekly average, the milis will need 
at least 4,000,000 bu more than this amount. 
With the Minneapolis millers buying winter 
wheat in the southwest, it is already recog- 
nized that the northwest has no wheat to 
spare, and there is but little probability of 
the northwestern grain coming here, unless 
our prices reach to an abnormally high level.”’ 


“ The flour merchant and the cash handlers 
alike are less pessimistit and@ although no 
immedtate danger of exhaustion in our sur- 
plus supplies is visible, even accepting the 
government's special brand of statistical in- 
formation, there is around present levels a 
debatable ground, which should be productive 
of active markets and | red speculative 
interest,” said W. P. Mackenzie in his week- 
ly review of the wheat situation. ‘‘Short sell- 
ing at oe prices offers only Mmited 
returne at preserit. The trade ts already 
heavily committed to that position. The an- 
nual crop scare, while delayed by\ recent 
snow, is etill as inevitable as the first robin. 
The improved tone in the domesfic and for- 
eign cash wheat end flour markets may be 
only temporay, but it is nevertheless anim- 
mediate factor against the seller. At least, 
gaome bearishnese is discounted on a big de- 
cline. In other words, a speculative rally is 
due in wheat before the selling side is again 
advisable.’” 


James A. Rankin takes a pronounced bear- 
ish position on all grains, but especially so on 
wheat. “I am a bear on all grains and look 
for lower prices all around,” he said. “I 
never saw wheat in a weéaker position. 
Warehouses and elevators throughout the 
country are loaded with wheat and flour; 
northwest stocks are increasing where. they 
should normally show a decrease; growing 
crop prospects could hardly be tmproved 
upom; and the fore demand is conspicuous 
by its absence. Country elevator stocks in 
the northwest will exceed 12,000,000 bu. The 
improvement remarked in thé flour trade in 
the last day or so is not substantial. There 
is no demand, and it makes no difference 
whether the mills advance prices a few cents 
or lower them an equal amount.; The mills 
are underselling the jobbers now, whereas 
usually the jobbers are cutting under mill 
prices at this season.’ 

Lamson Bros. mailed this to their eastern 
friends: “This May wheat looks most inviting 
as a speculation and investment. What lHttle 
contract wheat there is in Chicago is strongly 
held, and additions to the local stock can. be 
brought here only with great difficulty and 
at a cost of several cents above present prices. 
The large’ short interest has increased Ot 
this 2c rally, and lively times may be ex- 
pected when the real ring movement gets 
under headway. Thé short interest north- 
west is also large and careful investigation 
shows less than normal supplies for the Biin- 
neapolis millers te grind during the. re- 
mainder of the season. They aré-already 
buying winter wheat in southwestern mar- 
kets. It is so easy for.a commisston house 
here to care for May wheat deliveries that 
purchasers of that month need have no fear 
of a profitable outcome. Buy May wheat and 
-{nsist on delivery.”

Challenges Smith Before. 15,000. 


The decision of Wider Musser to do with his pen 
what he ‘has been denied the privilege of doing by word 
of mouth came to him last April, when, in the general 
conference of the church in Salt Leke City, Utah, he 
refused to sustain Joseph F. Smith as “ president of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Jatter Day Saints, prophet, 
seer, and revelator, and trustee in trust for said 
church.” At that general conference there were about 
15,000 persons present. It was the’ sixty-fifth anniver- 
sary of the church, and Joseph F. Smith stood before 
thé assembled saints and proposed that they sustain him 
in the offices; and as the voting sign of the Mormons 
ig the elevation of the right hand, there were about 
15,000 hands shot into the air, denoting that the course 
of the president met the approval of the people, 

“Contrary, if there be any, by the same sign,” said 
President Smith. 

From that vast crowd there was projected one right 
hand; it was that of Don Carlos W. Musser, elder in 
the church, a seventy, one of the priesthood. 

The voting went on until the entire fifteen 
“prophets, seers, and revelators,”’ the patriarch of the 
Church, the presiding bishopric, the seven presidents 
of the seventies, and others constituting the ruling 
quorums of the church had been sustaiped by the con- 
gregation. To nearly all of these Elder Musser alone 
of that immense gathering, voted to the contrary, and 
each time his hand was raised on ‘high it was to the hor- 
ror and consternation of the hundreds of friends who 
surrounded him—friends with whom he had played dur- 
ing childhood and with whom he had sat in the taber- 
nacle since early boyhood. 

“The voting had been unanimous throughout with 
the exception of one vote,” said President Smith. “If 
the party voting negatively will state his grievances—” 
here Mr. Musser rose to his feet and thirty thousand 
eyes were riveted wpon him-—*“ privately in my office,” 
continued the president, “ satisfaction will be gtven him:

Exposes “Journal of Discourses.”’ 

“The Journal of Discourses,” be it wndersteod, con- 
sists of sermons preached in the early days of Utah 
when Brigham Young was not only the head of the 
church and, as such, the mouthpiece of the Lord to men 
who dwelljon the earth, but was alse the governor of 
Utah. These sermons were accepted by the Saints as 
the imspired word of God unto them, an™ were held as 
binding upon the Mormon people as the direct voice of 
Jehovah could have beén. | 

As the state began to fill up with people not of the 
church, the Mormon leaders saw the futility of trying 
to foist upon the people such things, and, hence, the 
printing of “The Journal of Discourses” was long since 
discontinued. A few ecopies of the work still are in 
existence, and these are jealously guarded: They con- 
tain many extremely rabid and treasonable utterances 
of the church leaders, many of which wete given to the 
people from the tabernacle pulpit during the civil war. 
A few extracts from “The Journal of Discourses’’ may 
prove interesting at this time. Here is a part of a 
sermon delivered by the mrophet, seer, and revelator. 
Heber ©. Kimball, as it is recorded in “ The Journal of 
Discourses,” volume V., page 95: 

“May the Almighty bless you. May the peace of 
God Te with you and upon your children and your 
children’s children, forever and ever. And may God 
Almighty curse your enemies. [Voices: *‘Amen!’] I 
feel to curse my enemies; and when God won't bless 
them, I don’t think he will ask me to bless them.

Although this is my fourth 
visit to London and I’have taken a thorough 
course at the music hallg and conversed with some 
of the most prominent shopkeepers on or in the 
Strand, to say nothing of having chatted almost in 
a spirit of democratic equality with some of the 
most representative waiters, I still feel as if | were 
a little child playing by thé seashore while the great 
ocean of British idioms lies undiscovered before 
me. | 

Yesterday, however, I had the rare and jalmost 
delirious pleasure of meeting an upper class Eng- 
lishman. He has family, s@cial position, wealth,( 
several capital letters trailingafter his name (which 
is long enough without an appendix), an ancestry, 
a glorious past, and possibly a@future. Usually an 
American has to wait in Londo eight or ten years 
before he meets ‘an Englishman: who iS:not trying 
to sell him dress shirts or somethirig to ptit-on his 
hair. In two short days—practically at one bound 
—I had realized the full ambition of my.country- 
men. 


Before being presented to the heavy eel I was 
taken into the chamber of meditation by the Amer- 
ican who was to accompany, me on this flight to 
glory.. He prepared me for the ceremony by whis- 
péering to me that the chap we were about to meet 
went everywhere and saw everybody; that he was 
a varsity man and had shot big game and had a 
place up country, and couldn’t remember — the 
names of all his clubs—had to hire a man by the 
year just to remember the names of his clubs.

Men absolutely devoid of the sanctity of youth infest 
the precinct and the probation officer’s vigilance has 
been interposed barely in time. Girls are pursued almost 
to the doors of the public schools and are waylaid on 
their way home. One remarkably pretty and clever 
maid, who is under Mrs. Skinner’s protection, had an 
experience recently that is not unusual. A man, appar- 
emtly aged 30 years or over, and evidently an Italian, 
spoke. to the girl in the street and suggested 4 ren- 
dezvous at a nearby fruit store.

The workingman’s cal- 
loused palm is seldom seen; oftener it will be a sleek, 
well dressed fellow, who shows no sign of having 
worked. He ‘has money and spends it; were it not for the 
hunted look that haunts his face he might be taken for 
a clerk.

He is suspicious 
of a stranger who stares at him. His eyes are shifty 
and his gaze is indirect; he acts as if he doesn’t know the 
intruder, and would rather not.

ion. It is not so many years ago that North Clark 
street was notorious from one end of the country te the 
other, and strangers with a taste for slumming included 
it as one of the sights to be seen. Conditions today have 
changed from other years and instead of onganized gangs 
of clever crooks are the smaller bands of men inexperi- 
enced in crime, whose knowledge of implements of labor 
is confined to a gun and a box of cartridges.

As the hand of the police is against these pariahs, so is 
their hand agalinst law and order. They shield each 
other, and betrayal meets swift and sure punishment. 
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Sinct at 31,164—and this is two-thirds of the figures 
given for the Twenty-first ward in the school census 
of 1904—the 386 saloons gives one for every eighty resi- 
dents, and this includes women and children. The male 
population over the age of 21 is giveniat 19,898 for the 
entire ward, Therefore, it is apparent that the support 
of the 386 saloons is drawn from transients attracted 
by the laxity of the moral lines drawh in the district. 
While a large proportion of this transient element is 
eomposed of wage earners in legitimate occupations, 
there is to be reckoned a considerable percentage of crim~ 
inally inclined, who are attracted primarily by the op- 
portunities for waylaying aad robbing the unwary, and 
also because the environment is congenial. 

Tt is a stamping ground for the masher. _ For the 
reason that many of the women of thé district are ap- 
proachable without fear of rebuff, all womankind suf 
fers.

It is the crazed “dope” fiend and the fool boy who 
are responsible for the fatalities in crime, say the police 
of the precinct. The offender who has gained wisdom 
from experience has no hankering for a possible murder 
charge, and his revolver is used as a menate to compel 
delivery, and seldom to inflict tnjuries. But the other 
classes are not adept in the highwayman’s calling; they 
look at another man’s life through a red haze, and the 
ust for blood is always present. 
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Deag Users Are Dangerous. 


The drug soaked malefactor is the creature of 
‘Strange and unaccountable impulses.. Without reason 
‘and for no purpose he will blaze away when he has ac- 
complished his crime and leave a victim weltering in 
his life bloody This is when he is desperate because of 
his system's demand for the poison he prefers, and no 
price is too big to pay for gratification of the desire. 
North side druggists can tell remarkable stories of sac- 
rifices made to the drug habit—if they will. Sometimes, 
in a burst of confidence, secrets will be revealed frankly, 
but as a rule they prefer to keep silent rather than ad- 
mit indirectly that they are open violators of the law. 
For instance, one dealer has frequently in his safe val- 
uable jewelry left by patrons as security for the drug. 
He knows that they will come back, not particularly for 
the eollateral, but for more “ dope.” 

Spasmodic periods of reform or restraint do not 
bother the lawbreakers of the precinct. They know that 
ho ofder excluding women from the back rooms of sa- 
loons will be effective for long; the proprietors of the 
386 saloons haye money invested in the furnishings and 
are paying rental for the space; and if this element of 
their trade is permanently stopped, prosperity’s sign will 
have to be taken in and put in the storeroom. Recently 
an order of this nature was issued and the majority of 
the places complied. But in explaining the absence of 
the women and the men attracted by them there was a 
cheerful note at the end in the remark: “O, well, it’s 
only for a couple of weeks, anyway.” The order was 
part of,a general campaign to root out the worst of the 
district, but its efficacy is questionable, even from a 
police standpoint. The men who are under surveillance 
are not affected scriously by any measure of suppression, 
as the lodging houses offer shelter and.secrecy. [t has 
the effect of driving the women to the streets, where 
they parade without interference or molestation. 


Bee 
actories Drive Out Vice. 


In the hat end of the district manufacturing in- 
dustries are encroaching farther and farther each year, 
and the business men are a compelling power in secur- 
ing the removal of the disreputable resorts. One: place 
closed st the request of the probation officer was housed 
in an old building which stood between two large fac~ 
tories, in each of which were employed hundreds of 
young girls. During the day. there was little to be seen, 
but the influence of its proximity was held to be bad, 
and in consequence the owner was made to vacate. Three 
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“I realize the inadequacy of the police force on the 


north side,”’ said Chief’ of Police Collins, “but we can 


hope for no improvement in the situation until some 
provision is made for more men. 
station has one-fourth the number needed... Bach patrol- 
man has a beat that should be covered by four men, and 
it is not to be expected that he cah always be in the 
districts of the precinct where the criminals congregate. 
The officers are doing all that is possible to be done 
under the circumstances. Why, do you know. the Civie 
federation at a recent meeting wanted to know why bet- 
ter results were not being obtained with the 3.000 uni- 
formed men supposed to be in the department? The 
members confessed their surprise when I pointed out

The Juvenile 
court has taken over 900 officers from the regular work 
of the department, and nothing has been done to replace 
them. 
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Regulation Possible; Suppression Is Noi. 


“The Chicago avenue station is the center of a bad 
district. I know that quite well. Degraded women are 
there in: large numbers, but the beet We ean do is to 
reguiate this feature of the city’s vice. It's absolute 
suppression has never been possible. The secia] evil 
must be tolerated, and the drug fiends alee seem to have 
a fixed and permanent position in the underworld. We 
try to handle them in such a way as to minimise their 
evil influences, and that seems to be about the hest 
we can do. Any man who has dealt with crimina)s 
knows.the desperate nature of a ‘dope fiend’ when ‘de- 
prived of hie favorite drug. It makes him a dangerous 
man, and there is no limit to the seriousness of his law- 
breaking when in need of the stimulant. We have re- 
voked a number of licenses in the Thirty-eighth precinct 
where violations have been found, but with the number 
of men on duty and the 386 saloons in the district it is 
impossible to keep an eye on all of them. Naturally, 
s0me keepers who disregard the closing law will escape 
for a time, but they are not immune with the permig- 
sion of the police. They are undetected bhecause.- we 
cannot aseign men enough to keep constant and close 
watch, When reports come in of infractions the plain 
clothes men or patrolmen are instructed to investigate, 
and, when justified, reopmmendation is made that the 
license be revoked.”

Not the Worst Precinct. 

Chief Collins does not regard the Thirty-eighth as 
the worst precinct in the city: But he does admit that, 
considering the class of men and women who predomi- 
nate.in the central sections, it neede vigilance and con- 
stant police supervision. The present force now avail- 
able is thirty-six patrolmen and plain clothes men. Of 
this number twenty-six are on the night shift and the 
remaining ten are divided into two day: squads. One 
comes on at 4 a. m., when the night squad is relieved, 
and remains until,&8 o'clock, when the second squad 
appears. The first day shift resumes watch in the early 
afternoon, so that at the busy hours of the @ay the entire 
force available is on duty. Chief Collings says that fifty- 
six uniformed men are needed for the night patrol and 
at least thirty for the day shift. He points ont that In 
addition to the lawless element to be suppressed there 
is a vast amount of wealth and business in the district, 
which is not sufficiently protected under existing condi- 
tions.

Assietance is rare at d when needed by an 
officer, and, as in the ot 6B instance when three thugs 
were interrupted while holding up a man and beat up 
the policeman who arrested them, the insufficiency of the 
force is apparent. The fight took place on the night of 
Feb. 18 at Clark and Huron streets. Patrolman Michael 
Massewett suddenly came upon three men in the act 
of rifling the pockets of a victim, and he placed them 
under arrest. But the stickup men, believing that their 
superfority in numbers would prove stronger than the 
officer’s authority, assaulted the man in uniform. Masse- 
wett was not only badly beaten, but while down was 
severely kicked; still, he stuek tu the work he had cut 
eut for him and eventually landed the trio at the sta- 
tion house. 

The dafing of the crooks and their cognizance of 
the ineffectual police protection was shown on the night 
of Feb. 4. Members of the Moody church congregation, 
at La Salle and Chicago avenues saw what they thought 
was a fight im progtess across from the church and 
within half a block of the police station. One man was 
severely injured with brass “knucks” used by his as- 
sailants ahd was left on the ground in a semi-dazed 
condition. He was assiated to a peishboring drug store 
by churchgoers, and there it was discovered that he had 
been mauled by « gang of stickup men and robbed of 
his money in plain view of dozens of people and within 
a stone’s throw of the station.

These are instances showing the general trend of the 
criminally inclined in this. most inadequately protected 
distriet. "The police make no secret of the fact that there 
are many haunts of crooks within the confines of the 
district. The chop suey resorts, which have sprung into 
prominence since war has been intérmittently waged 
against the winérooms, and since the private rooms have 
been abolished entirely, have given the police some con- 
cern. In nearly all cases these so-called restaurants are 
located over saloons, and drinks are served from the bar 
below. Drawing trade from the crime and immorabty 
centers some. of these pseudo Chinese refectories ac- 
quired notoriety and gave miuch trouble through laxity 
in obeying the law defining the hours in which Hquor 
can be legally sold. Also it was possibile for young girls 
and youths, who were barred out of the back rooms of 
saloons, to obtain beer and whisky in unlimited quan- 
tities. 
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Chop Sucy Resorts a Menace. 


“ Degenerates ” is what Chief Collins calls the boys 
who loaf about the fruit stores and chop suey resorts. 
“1am sorry to admit that we have this class with us,” 
says the chief, and he acknowledges that in a measure 
they are dangerous. From the ranks of these youthful 
loafers and lovers of lurid literature come criminals. 
Also they are a menace to the young girls who associate 
with them,,for their moral perception is In every direc- 
tion blunted and stunted.
